H13I,SlN'liFORS, Aug. 1. — The 
cannonade at Sveaborg continued 
All the afternoon. The powder 
magazine in the possession of the Insur- 
gents has exploded. It is impossible to 
determine how this will e flee I the mutiny 
There Ims lieen continuous sharp can- 
nonading :it Sveaborg since noon. The 
smoke from burning buildings is visible 
here. During the afternoon ;i rniu of 
shrapnel was poured into the sen in the 
vicinity of Lonnan island where a crui- 
ser is stationed. Troops are pouring into 
Helsingf ors. 

Fight During the Night 
Helsiugsfors, Finland, Aug. 1. — The 
fight between the mutineers and the 
loyal troops in Sveaborg fortress was 
waged during most of Hie past niglit. 

The cannonade, was heavy, the Bring 
of the guns furnishing an awe-inspir- 
ing spectacle to the thousands lining the 
points of vantage on Observatory hill. 

The loyal minority seemed to com- 
mand the forts on Nicholas island, 
which wan engaged in a duel with for- 
midable masked batteries. 

At 10 o'clock this morning they were 
still exchanging broadsides at ten min- 
utes intervals. 

The casualties transferred to Hels- 
ingfors number less than fifty of whom 
fifteen are dead. But thus far the num- 
ber of killed or wounded in the Svea- 
borg hospitals has not. been ascertained. 
Order bus been restored at Skatud- 
11 island, where 110 sailors and 11 
Civilians have been disarmed. 

From the civilian point of view the 
local situation is easy. No cruisers hre 
visible. 

Troops are expected here but the de- 
struction* of the bridge near Kihimucki 
railroad station and the (earing up of 
the permanent way at several points 
delay the arrival of reinforcements. 

The (own is quiet but the workmen 
arc on strike. The diet, at a meeting 
held last night, issued an earnest 
warning to the people to abstain from 
participating in acts which might possi- 
bly gravely affect the whole country. 

-Copies of the Vivorg manifesto of (he 
outlawed parliament are being distrib- 
uted among the Cossacks, who quietly 
put (hem in their pockets. 

A naval squadron, including (he bat- 
tleship Slava, is reported lo have sailed 
from Reval (his afternoon for Svea- 
borg. 

The telegraph building here has been 
ruined and the barracks and cathedral 
have been badly damaged by the (ire 
of the 11-inch guns. 

The number of wounded and killed 
lias probably been overestimated. 

The socialists are on the alert, and 
the town people are in fear of a ean- 
liouade if the naval squadron arrives 
here. 

There was a panic all day long yes- 
lenlay among the summer residents on 
the island of the Archipelago owing to 
tin 1 fall of stray bullets and shells, 
which caused a number of casualties on 
the islands nnd In (he city. 

Another Outbreak Feared 

Helsingfors, Aug. I. — The news of the 
revoll is causing (he greatest excite- 
ment, especially in view of .lie report 
Hint a mutiny of the crews of the war- 
ships was proceeding at Kronstadt nnd 
thai the revolutionists were working 
hard lo persuade the troops nt Krmi- 
stntll t" mutiny anil refuse to lire on 
the warships. Precautions wore hastily 
taken by the authorities at Kronstadt. 

The breech blocks of the guns on 
board some of the warships were re- 
moved, while detachments of troops were 
sent on board other ships. 

Wires Severed 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 1. — Kronstadt is 
cut off from communication with St. 
Petersburg. 

Both the telephone and telegraph 
lines were severed during the night. 
Churches Robbed

this province were robbed during the 
night.

The recent atlacks on three 
foreign managers of works here were 
followed by an nlfenipl yesterday of (he 
thousand Itussiaus employed at the Bel- 
gian glass works lo expel about (iffy 
foreigners, chielly engineers. They were 
only proven led from so doing by n de- 
tachment of dragoons, which was hastily 
summoned by the proprietors. Ii is 
feared that the attempt will be renewed.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 1.— -It Is under- 
stood that Prince Nicholal vieff will 
have the place or M. Kokovaoff, minis- 
ter of finance, In the reorganized cab- 
inet.

The messenger never delivered the 
valuables, Hurd says. After waiting 
until 11 o'clock for the return of O'Nell, 
Hurd went to the home of the boy's 
father, but the young man was not 
there. Hurd says be employed O'Nell 
only yesterday morning, and t lie deliv- 
ery of the Jewels was the first Import- 
ant errand entrusted to him.

SAX FRANCISCO. Aug. I.— United 
States District Attorney ltoberl 
V. Devlin lias begun an investiga- 
tion of the alleged combination of lum- 
ber dealers, and if he finds that facts 
warrant prosecution will take action. 

The situation is of serious iniporl to 
lumber dealers. They are accused of 
showing discrimination to certain con- 
tractors and other large consumers and 
With violation of trade statutes in va- 
rious oilier ways. 

Since the lire prices of lumber have 
advanced on an average of .fl! per 1,000 
feet, and it is rumored an increase of 
.SI to $2 has beer hiconteniplution. 

San Francisco, Aim. I, — Large sums 
of money are being distributed (Ids week 
by sound Insurance companies which 
have now settled practically all of their 
individual losses ami are rapidly ad- 
justing policies. While there is no way 
to ascertain the exact amount paid, it 
is certain more rapid progress is being 
made in settlements these days than nt 
any time since the fire. 

The Strike Situation 
San Francisco, Aug. I. — There is no 
material change in the strike situation 
among the united railroads. The com- 
panies claim it will soon have laborers 
working to replace those who walked out 
Monday. Not so much confidence is ex 
pressed in the companies ability to u- 
place striking linemen. 

Seattle. Aug. I. — The Moral! company 
of this city, will soon commence the 
construction of steel fishing vessels cost- 
ing $50,000 for use on the southeastern 
coast of Alaska. A company has been 
organized in San Francisco and the plans 
arc to build an oil ami guano plant.

EiJSOX, B. C, Aug. 1.— (Spe- 
cial I. — A big surprise was 
sprung at thu meeting of 
the Kootenny Fruit Growers' associa- 
tion here today, Shortly after the meet- 
ing opened H. B. Croasdaile, local real 
estate agent moved the following reso- 
lution : 

"Whereas; The Kootenny Fruit 
Growers' association, limited, has been 
formed for the purpose of fostering 
and encouraging the fruit growing in- 
dustry in this district; and whereas for 
the successful prosecution of the indus- 
try it is essential that an adequate sup- 
ply of labor he secured; and 

"Whereas the slight experience al- 
ready gained has demonstrated that 
the necessary labor is not now avail- 
able, a considerable quantity of berries 
having gone to waste last year for 
want of pickers, with the consequence 
that some growers who proposed to 
engage in the culture of small fruits 
and berries are now hesitating to do 
so; and 

I •'Whereas, there is no prospect of 
any such accession through the ordin- 

I ary medium of immigration of suitable 
while labor as will meet the r^uire- 

! ments of the ease, and we have, there- 
'fore, the prospect that the industry will 
be dwarfed • and (ramped of growing 
and expanding into the dimensions 
which our remarkable advantages of 
■soil and climate hud given us reason 
lo expect; and 

'.'Whereas, the Chinese have shown 
themselves to be efficient pickers, and 
are good general workers till fruit 
farms; 

"Therefore, be it resolved, that while 
regretting the necessity of Hiking a 
Stand antagonistic lo (be views of 
many of our fellow provincials, (his 
association; in furtherance of the ob- 
jects of its incorporation, is compelled 
to recommend that the policy of exclu- 
sion of Chinese labor by the imposition 
of a prohibitive tax be modified to the 
extent that Chinese engaged as agri- 
cultural laborers or domestic servants 
ibe allowed to enter the Dominion free 
of head tax, a system of supervision 
under the auspices of the Dominion 
government to be instituted to ensure 
that Chines" so admitted are not al- 
lowed to engage In other lines of la- 
bor."

clared themselves for or against the re- 
solution, an amendment was offered by 
J. .1. Campbell, farmer, to the effect 
that financial assistance be- granted 
skilled ICnglisll laborers who had not 
the means to emigrate- Others sup- 
ported this Inn it was finally with- 
drawn and (he original motion put to 
meeting and carried by a vote of fif- 
teen to six — a mixed vote. both Lib- 
erals and Conservatives voting accord- 
ing to their personal opinions. 

This motion was the result of the 
scarcity of labor this year and follow- 
ing the return of Secretary Amiable

The "Ling'' is a slim fish 
from ft inches to a foot and n hnlf long 
and weighing from 3 to 10 pounds, it Is 
found in northern waters, having been 
found as far north ns Iceland, Its hack 
and sides are gray inclining to olive and 
its belly is silvery, rentals, a re.-: white, 
corsal and anal, edged with white. 
The fish is marked with a traverse 
black bar tipped white. The "Ling" fish 
is very valuable as an artielp of com- 
merce, being largely exported to Spain 
and the Mediterranean ports. Before 
being used the fish are split from head 
to tail, cleaned, soaked in brine, washed 
nnd dried and then air commonly known 
us stock fish. They make excellent eat- 
ing, nnd the liver yields an nil used hy 
the fishermen in their lamps and this 
nil has a Nn been employed as a substi- 
tute for rod liver oil. The "l.ing" is a 
deep water fish and is caught in a most 
peculiar way. The fisherman has a long 
lino about 3.1 feet long- with several 
branch lines branching off both sides of 

the main line. This long fish line with 
Ms branches is thrown into the dee]) 
water in the evening nnd in the morn- 
ing every hook will have caught II 
"l.ing." ordinary hate ran be used, while 
the general public have hern doing more 
or less "l.ing" fishing for years. Al- 
though very few people know anything 
nboul this peculiar fish and its many 
valuable qualities, all of Ilie above facts 
have been gathered from reliable quar- 
ters and will prove of Interest to the 
sporting public generally.

ISir John led a strong protectionist pro- 
paganda throughout the country, which 
was tired of hard limes and the "laisse/. 
fuire" policy of Ihe government. He 
was returned triumphantly, and pill 
his policy into effeel, nnd immediately 
the industrial anil commercial face of 
the Dominion was changed. Thai pol- 
icy is still in force today. 

The third greal faciei' in ihe build- 
ing 1 1 1 > of Canada was the const met 1 at 
of the C. P. It., which has made every- 
thing else possible. Ii was the logical 
complement of Confederation and a 
sane trade policy. 

The hiking In of Ihe West, Ihe adop- 
tion of a protective system of trade, 
and lite opening up of Ihe West by rail- 
ways were the distinguishing features 
of Conservative policy, each of which 
was rigorously and persistently oppos- 
ed by members of ihe present Liberal 
government one of ihe principal of 
whom was Sir Wilfrid Lnttriei' himself. 
The present prosperity of Canada Is 
the natural fruition of these great poli- 
cies, Liberal-Conservatives rejoice 10- 
day not only on account of that pros- 
perity but because the wisdom of their 
leaders in the past years, many of 
which were years of struggle against 
adverse circumstances and of pioneer- 
ing, has been so amply confirmed 
the events of our own day.

Pears arc very patchy, belnp; practi- 
cally nil where they were struck taj 
tne frost, anil a heavy crop where they 
escaped. This condition in regard to 
pears I II nil to exist In nearly all of 
the fruit growing' districts, showing 
that Jack Krost was rather particular 
in the orchards to which he gave spe- 
cial attention, almost . destroying the 
crop in these Instances. 

Apples will be 

A Good Average Crop, 
though like the pears, some patches 
were more or less Injured by the 
frosts. Doubtless the result of the 
spring setback would have, been more 
serious, had it not been that we had an 
unusual amount of rainfall late In the 
season, which brought all fruits, ex- 
cept strawberries, to a higher condi- 
tion of development than was general- 
ly expected. This, however, has re- 
sulted In the appearance of more or 
less fungi In the interior Irrigated -dls- 
tlcts, which Is quite unusual, although 
ihe Coast raglon does not seem to have 
developed an unusual amount of this 
trouble. Generally speaking, the fruit 
crop this year In British Columbia, will 
be freer from apple scab, plum rot and 
other fungus troubles, than usual, and 
the quality fully up to the average."

Tribute to Provincial Conditions 
by Messrs Guggenheim- 
Ample Capital Coming.

Scarcity of labor is seriously affect- 
ing the fruit grower in British Colum- 
bia, particularly in the Interior. Mr. 
Maxwell .Smith, Dominion Fruit In- 
spector, who has just returned from a 
trip all through the districts back from 
Vancouver, said yesterday that the la- 
bor question is the greatest problem 
which confronts the British Columbia 
fruit growers today, says the Vancou- 
ver News- Advertiser. 

"Chinamen who used to work for 
90 cents to $1.25 per day are now de- 
manding as much as $2.25, and white 
labor is practically not in evidence," 
Mr. Smith remarked last evening. "I 
do not suppose that any politician or 
party of politicians in this province 
would dare advocate the taking oft" or 
the $.10(1 tax on Chinamen, but it will 
he absolutely necessary that some 
means be undertaken to secure cheap 
labor to render effectual the devel- 
opment of the fruit-growing and agri- 
cultural interests of this province. 
One of the principal fruit growers In 
the Okanagan Valley told me a few 
days ago that, in addition to his pres- 
ent staff, he could put thirty more men 
to work immediately if I could send 
■them to him. From $1.25 to $1.50 with 
keep, per day would seem to be the 
limit that fruit growers are able to pa.y 
for ordinary labor, such as Is required 
lor berry, plum, peach, apple and pear 
picking." 

Mr. Smith gives the 

Fjrst Statistical. Figures 
of the number of fruit trees planted 
this year. So far as his observations 
and information go, he places the num- 
ber at 700,000, nearly three-quarters of 
a million, and that includes those 
planted last fall. From this amount 
about 10 per cent, may be deducted for 
dead or useless trees. 

The prospects of the fruit crop for 
this year he also gives. 

'The strawbery crop," he begins, 
"could not be regarded as more than 
a good half yield throughout the en- 
tire province, due to some damage to 
plants during the past winter from 
frost - heaving. particularly where 
mulching was neglected, and partly 
from late frosts \vhlch_ affected the 
blooms and fruit in its early stages. 
The prevailing prices, however, were 
unusually high, which brought the rev- 
enue up to that of nearly an average 
crop. 

Gooseberries and currants cut sucli 
a small ligure in the commerce of the 
province that they need hardly he 
mentioned, but what were produced 
may be considered an average yield, 
and of fair quality. 

Peaches and tomatoes will be nil av- 
erage crop. 

In cherries the early tweet varieties 
suffered considerably 'from the frosts, 
tout the late varieties showed a good 
average yield. 

Plums and prunes have set well, and 
a good crop is assured, with the ex- 
ception of the Japanese varieties, which

It 1s learned that the scope of 
the proposed Anglo- American sealing 
treaty, regarjllng the prohibition of 
pelagic sealing, not only contemplates 
the purchase of the Victoria sealing 
fleet, but also the sealing schooners of 
Hakodate, Negushl and Toklo, which 
include approximately the same num- 
ber of vessels as does tne local tleet. A 
letter received yesterday from Hako- 
date says the sealers of the Japanese 
port have been notified of the negotia- 
tions In progress at Washington, and 
that It is the Intention, if the Irenty Is 
satisfactorily concluded, to purchase 
their vessels and compensate the own- 
ers for the loss of the industry. 

Yesterday the sealing season com- 
menced In Behring Sea. It is expected 
that over a score of vessels will be en- 
gaged there this season. The fleet 
which recently left Victoria numbered 
13 vessols, carrying Indian crews. 
Added to these vessels will be the fleet 
of schooners with white hunters which 
left in January last to hunt off the 
British Columbia coast and later pro- 
ceed to the Copper Islands until the 
season opened for sealing in Behrtng 
Sea. There are six of these vessels, 
carrying full crews of white hunters. 
There will also be several Japanese 
sealing vessels in Behrlng Sea this 
season. 

Advices received from Hakodate 
state that the sealing schooner Selfu 
Maru, which has a number of Victoria 
sealers among her crew, started for the 
Behrlng Sea sealing grounds over a 
month ago, and was to be followed by 
several other schooners. The Japanese 
sealers have a distinct advantage over 
local hunters, inasmuch as they are not 
bound by the terms of the modus 
Vivendi regarding pelagic sealing. By 
its restrictions the Victoria sealers 
must remain outside a line drawn 60 
miles distant from the seal islands, and 
must not use firearms, their method of 
hunting being restricted lo spearing 
seals on the face of the utters. The 
Japanese schooners can and do go into 
waters closer to the rookeries, within 
three marine leagues, and they hunt 
with firearms. 



STRENUOUS RATE WAR. 

Passengers on Oriental Line Being 
Carried Free. 

The rate wars in progress in Far 
liastern waters, in which Japanese 
shipping companies, principally the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha, whose liners run 
to Victoria, are becoming fierce.

Advices wore received by the Em- 
press of Japan that the rising In 
Klangsl and Cheklang provinces is be- 
coming a grave movement, and many 
believe the rising will assume similar 
proportions to the Talplng rebellion. 
Hsinchenghslen, Cheklang, a large 
•walled city, was captured by the 
rebels and looted, and a garrison of 
5000 was left to prepare the city to 
withstand a siege by imperial troops. 
Several corps of imperial troops havo 
been despatched. Magistrate Shem of 
Halcheng was put to death, being tor- 
tured In revenge for having summarily 
beheaded a captured rebel leader. It 
was this act which caused the rebels 
to gather at Sungchlen to attack tne 
i city. The Roman Catholic and Prot- 
I estant churches were destroyed, and 
| although the native pa'fctors escaped, 
I six converts were murdered. Large 
bodies of disbanded soldiers are affili- 
ated with tile rebels. 

Details of the attack on Dr. Home 
and Forbes Eadle of the China Mutual 
Assurance Company, near Amoy, show 
I that both Europeans, who were un- 
armed, made a desperate and heroic 
light. A crowd fell upon them with 
knives and swords, and the two nu n. 
setting their backs against a huge 
bolder, fought with naked fists. Dr. 
Home received seven wounds, two 
severe ones in the abdomen; and Mr. 
Eadle received live wounds. At one 
time Dr. Home stood over his com- 
rade, who had fallen, and beat oft the 
assailants. When Eadle rose he 
hurled a stone and fractured one 
man's skull. Five out of fifteen Chi- 
nese were rendered unconscious before 
the others made off; and the two 
foreigners crawled, suffering severely 
from loss of blood, to a. mission house 
five miles away. Their clothing was 
saturated with blood.

Arrangements are being made to 
Issue a paper currency in China about 
a year hence. 

Marquis Ito has made the following 
proposals to the Korean government 
for administrative reforms for Korea: 
i Promotion of Japanese Industries, ex- 
tension of general education and adop- 
tion of a system of appointment by 
merit, reform of the financial admin- 
istration of government and Imperial 
I household, drawing distinctive lines 
between court and cabinet, and .am- 
nesty for 'Korean political offenders in 
Japan.
